Don Amundsen, a member of 
the village planning commis- 
sion. "It's a very strong thing. 
It's going to take a lot of - 
enforcement and a lot of 
courage to enforce.% 

Spong said he hopes all 
members, of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and businessmen in 
the community, are aware of 
the proposed code. 

"If the Chamber passed on it 
as a body, that would have 
considerable influence on this 
board," he said. 

VHJjAGE TRUSTEE Mike

^instigated the document,; for- ;i- 
mally requesting that the 

ordinance;" 

Leaders of the Chamber have ,. 
seen the ordinance and okayed 
its wording, Spong was assured.. 

One. member of the zoning 
board, Ted Burbridge, said the 
code was "far too comprehen- 
sive" and that some of its 
warding was contradictory. 

<«It's almost totalitarian," 
Burbridge said. "It's ridiculous 
for people not to be able to 
advertise their products." 

Some changes in the wording 
were made as Burbridge 
hashed it out With members of 
the planning commission and 
Village Attorney Frank Rhode. 

; IN THEIR petition to the 
zoning board; the planning 
commission called the proposed 
ordinance "a comprehensive 
amendment ... relative to the 
construction and maintenance . 
of signs within the corporate 
limits of the village/' 
, Antioch lacks a sign ordi- 
nance and needs one, planners 
point out. Planning Commission, 
member Lewis Simon, chair- 
man of the committee that 
wrote the code, said his group 
waded through sign ordinances 
from perhaps 15 other com- 
munities. 

Building Commissioner. Wai- 
ter Delaney probably wuT 
administer the code. 

Before anyone erects, en- 
larges, moves or changes ai 
sign, he must obtain a permit;

from the administrator. 

The administrator will see 
that signs are maintained and 
do not endanger public safety. 

IN BUSINESS districts there 
is a limit as to how large a sign 
can be in relation to the building 
it adorns. 

There also are restrictions on 
the height and size of 
free-standing signs. 

And the code says that "no 
sign may project into or over an 
abutting public right of way." 

Certain types of signs will be 
prohibited. These include "ani- 
mated or intensely lighted 
signs/' in other words, signs 
that have "flashing, scintillat- 
ing, blinking or travelling 
lights." 

The code calls for the removal 

of signs that advertise a 

, business or service no longer 

conducted or available on the 

premises. 

"BANNERS, PENDANTS, 
search lights, twirling signs, 
sandwich board sighs, sidewalk 
or curb signs, balloons or other 
gas-filled figures shall iiot ;b| 
used on a permanent basis," the 



code says. , 

Limits are set on political and 
campaign signs, and the code 
says that only "one real estate 
sign may be placed on any lot." 
Permanent real estate signs, 
Which are planted on lots for 
excessive periods of time, will 
be outlawed. 

The proposed sign ordinance 
is 40 pages long. Members of the 
planning commission feel it 
recognizes the need for ade- 
quate . business identification 
and advertising, protects the 
safety and welfare of the public, 
and provides , for attractive 
appearance while minimizing 
"clutter."

There has been a lot of talk 
lately to the effect that it's "just 
a matter of time" before the 
United States "normalizes" its 
relations with Castro's Cuba. 

The idea got its first big push 
last fall when two U.S. senators 
- one a Democrat, the other a_ 
Republican - took off for 
Havana with a bevy of newsmen 
in tow, but without approval 
from the State Department. | 

The United States hasn't had 
diplomatic- relations with Cuba 
for some 15 years, but the 
senators thought they would 
engage in a bit of suave 
personal diplomacy to see if 
Fidel Castro had softened up 
any. 

What they were treated to 
was the most vitriolic harangue 
against the United States that 
. the Cuban premier has mus- 
tered in several years. It lasted 
for more than an hour. Far from 
sizzling the ears of the senators, 
the visitors sat down to dinner 
and small talk with Castro 
afterward. 

• AT ABOUT that time, a 
privately endowed group of 

^former U.S. government offi- 
cials and scholars, the Commis- 
sion on U.S. -Latin American 
Relations, sent the President a 
54-page report urging a lifting of 
the 10-year-old embargo on 
trade with Cuba. Along with it 
has come a steady drumbeat of 
like-minded 'newspaper and 

/magazine articles. 




Why the concerted campaign 

to open trade; and diplomatic 

.relations with the Cuban 

dictator whose people have 

lived, since 1959, in poverty? 

Surely, the yearning for 
Havana cigars can't be that 
great on , the part of a few 
congressmen and liberal schoj- 



Tl IK RATIONALE appears to 
lie that there is nothing to be 
gained, in terms of this nation's 
interests, in continuing the 
isolation of Castro's Communist 
island; Therefore, the argument 
goes, we should be gentle and 
less hostile with the bearded 
revolutionary. - 

Very little has been said, of 
what we should expect from 
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Castro in exchange for a lifting 
of the embargo of the ' 
Organization of American 
States (OAS) and for recogni- 
tion by the United States. 

At the November meeting of 
the OAS, the United States 
abstained from voting on , a 
resolution to lift the trade 
embargo on Cuba. The resolu- 
tion didn't get the two-thirds 
vote required, but it came close. 

BEFORE WE change our 
position, the United ■ States 
should demand satisfactory 
answers from Castro to these 
questions: 

What will he do about Soviet 
military bases on the island? 
We should settle for nothing less ' 
'than their removal. \ : ;, , v^ . 
What will he.do to assure the 
other nations of the ^Western 
Hemisphere that he will no 
longer train, equip and support 
Communist guerrillas in other 
American states? _:: Perhaps a 
free- and open < •■ inspection 
program in Ctfba by- OAS 
monitors could provide the 
solution. — 

What will Castro do about 
■ settling the $1.5 billion worth; of 
claims by U.S. citizens whose 
property his government 
seized? 

What will he do to assure 

' former. " Cubans, now " U.S. 

citizens, of the freedom to Visit 

Cuba unhindered and; without 

harassment? 

What will he do to guarantee 
the restoration of individual 
freedoms to the people of Cuba? 
He may argue that this
